\/ICTORIA  consumers'  dussatisfaction 
with  high  price  levels  has  crystallized 
into  unified  action  more  effective  than 
buyers'  strikes  organized  by  groups  with 
political  axes  to  grind.  Under  the  sponsor- 
ship of  the  Canadian  Association  of  Con- 
sumers— a non-Communist  body  above  sus- 
picion- steps  are  being  taken  acro^i  the 
country  to  bring  the  problem  to  the  im- 
mediate notice  of  the  Dominion  Govern- 
ment with  a plea  for  remedial  action. 

Tills  city's  feeling  in  the  matter  wa.s  con- 
veyed through  the  medium  of  a five-point 
program  drawn  up  at  a public  meeting  in 
which  reputable  speakers  from  various 
strata-s  of  community  life  look  part.  Tlicre 
was  heartening  agreement  that  no  matter 


what  started  the  vicious  price  spirals,  what 
is  needed  now  is  Governmental  interven- 
tion. On  that  point  unanimity  reigned, 
and  nothing  is  to  be  gained  by  analyzing 
spilt  milk.  Ail  the  public  is  affected  by  the 
present  scale  of  costs,  and  all  will  benefit 
by  any  curbs  that  may  be  effected.

I WENT  up  to  pay  Captain  Vancouver 
^ a visit  the  other  day  U was  quite 
a Journey.  They  tell  me  the  public  no 
longer  gets  a chance  to  see  Victoria 
from  the  Dome  of  the  farhamem 
Buildings,  and  I don't  wonder  A pub- 
lic educated  to  ihe  use  of  elevators 
would  be  Insulted 
Here's  why. 

w You  unlock  a door  on  the  top  main 
f..Bxr  id  th.g  bi  ifdi  hibWiliii  ' H<a 
Buildings  are  pluial.  remember--cloae 
by  *the  entrance  to  the  public  gallery 
of  the  Legislative  Chamber.  Twenty- 
seven  steep  winding  steps  confront 
you.  for  all  the  world  like  climbing  the 
Inside  of  a white  brick  chimney.  That 
over,  anbiher  24  stone  steps  run  up- 
wards between  narrow  walls  that  make 
you  slant  your  shoulders  sideways. 
You  are  now  In  a circular  gallery  look- 
ing down  on  the  Rotunda. 

From  here  31  corkscrew  iron  treads 
lift  you  to  a door  and  you  step  twice 
to  get  outside  and  draw  breath.  You 
are  on  the  narrow  veranda  that  runa 
around  the  base  of  the  Dome.  8o  far 
the  Journey  has  been  clean 

LIKE  I NTO  AN  AmC 
Now  you  go  inside  again  and  crawl 
upwards— S7  wooden  steps  you  have  to 
clut.rh  like  mounting  a ladder  Into  an 
attic  It's  hoi  and  dusty  and  the 
Interior  Is  full  of  beams  and  struUi 
You  think  ‘What  a ghastly  approach." 
and  go  on  The  end  lx  near,  however. 
Only  another  iron  corkscrew  of  20 
treads  and  then  you  heave  at  a 
weighted  trap  door  above  your  head 
and  hoUt  yourself  up  and  out— dirty 
and  perspiring. 

This  is  as  near  as  you  get  to  the 
Captain.  You  are  In  an  octagonal 
.space  .six  feet  across  Just  below  the 
small  cupola  that  holds  him  aloft. 
From  the  street  the  eight  pillars  look 
imposing,  but  a large  dent  In  one  of 
betrayed  U.c’.-  LvH--;.*--  They 
merely  hide  iiecl  poles  that  bear  the 
weight  ot  the  cupola. 

It  s sort  of  eerie  up  there,  some  IbO 
feet  above  the  pavement.  There's  no 
real  baluxtmde  and  It  could  be  a death 
trap  If  looking  down  made  you  afraid. 

I didn't  feel  any  too  happy,  ax  a matter 
of  fact,  and  neither  did  my  companion, 
a chap  who's  taken  a Spitfire  out  of 
slft.t  Into  the  heavens. 

Victoria  WO.A  spread  out.  below  and 
beyond.  It  was.  oh.  so  peaceful  look- 
ing For  a moment  I almost  believed 
that  tourist  legend  about  the  city 
retlrlnR  for  aftcnioon  tea.  Not  the 
famt«.st  drift  of  wind  even  curled 
around  our  ears. 

(.1TV  IN'  MlNMTl'RE 
Straight  dovm.  the  people  were  like 
miniature  robots,  and  the  flower  beds 
like  those  painted  on  teacup^  The 
lawns  resembled  twin  striped  Jerseys 
of  dark  and  light  green.  Acroas  the 
harbor  Uie  Black  Ball  ramps  seemed 
'to  be  a children's  sea  chute.  Not  even 
the  graceful  approach  of  the  Vancou- 
ver bOAl  disturbed  the  picture,  as  It 
moved  around  Laurel  Point  emulating 
the  .swan.  And  then  a No.  2 street  car 
hooted,  as  though  to  announce  Its 
coming  demise. 

The  day  was  perfect,  the  Strait 
was  a ribbon  of  glass,  and  the  Olym- 
pics almost  leaned  over  to  Canaeflt  It 
might  have  been  on  an  afteiYioon  like 
this  In  1793  that  Captain  Vancouver 
took  the  Discovery  past  what  wa.s  to 
be  Victoria  on  hlx  way  to  find  and 
name  Burrard  Inlet. 

Looking  northeast  the  architecture 
of  the  Emprex.1  Hotel  was  lost  as 
perspective  pressed  It  hard  Into  a mix- 
ture of  more  pleblan  buildings.  Over 
its  shoulder  Christ  Church  Cathedral 
loomed  a trifle  forlorn,  and  over  the 
cathedral  s shoulder  peeped  the  ma- 
jestic inowcap  of  Mount  Baker.  How 
dependem  we  are  on  Anierlca  for 
mountain  scenery' 

You  cannot  have  it  both  ways,  of 
course  The  hump  of  the  Maiahat 
reflected  a respectable  eminence  that 
the  eye  blended  Into  the  Sooke  Hills 
as  It  traveled  west  and  south  Skip- 
ping over  the  concrete  rarton.x  that 
cluster  at  the  back  of  tlie  Buildings 
what  a contrast,  by  the  way'  — Beacon 
Hill  Park  wax  like  a fore.st  of  high 
trees  There  was  no  parkland  to  be 
seen,  although  the  flagpole  reminded 
you  that  human  hands  must  have  been 
at  work.  U would  be  from  thereabouts, 

I thought,  that  Douglas  came  when  he 
landed  at  Flulaysou  Point  and  biased 
a trail  to  the  Camosack  Channel 

rNTLF.ASA.NT  REMINDER 
The  Arena  roof  gaped  from  a hodge- 
podge of  houses  and  other  roofs,  a 
reminder  of  ineptitude  A forgntten 
shovel  lay  beside  a box  of  sand  on  top 
of  an  outbousr.  relic  of  Pearl  Harbor 
days  Toy  car|  sped  like  swift  beetles 
between  what  were  apparently  well- 
treed  avenues 

Time  was  up.  however,  I hated  to 
travel  that  return  purgatory  and  so 
paused  for  a moment  undeniealh  the 
trap  door  Filtered  sunlight  showed 
up  thousands  of  names  scribbled  on 
wttoden  cribbing  The  public  must  have 
visited  here  in  droveF  at  one  time  I 
picked  out  “Jim  Carlson,  Co.  Antrim. 
Ireland.  Msy  I.  1919."  In  bUck  print 
as  bold  as  the  day  It  was  written.  A 
former  Legislative  page  boy  had  been 
there,  loo,  "W  Walton,  page.  1011-12'* 
And.  of  course,  there  were  two  hearts, 
touching  one  another  and  enclosing 
the  tnmals  ' RV-C.”  and  'DXT." 

It  was  easier  coming  down  than  go- 
ing up  and  soon  my  alrmln  friend  and 
myaelf  were  bark  at  street  level,  wharc 
sixe  readjusted  IlsaU.

Leaves  From  History  Observation

CANADIANS  celebraling  the  snnl- 
ver&ary  of  Ihnr  country's  natal 
day  In  preferred  ways  might,  with  ad- 
vantage, take  a iUlle  lime  out  and 
scan  a leaf  of  two  of  the  Dominion's 
hisutry  book.  And  particularly  the 
leaves  of  It  leading  up  to  that  happy 
day  81  years  ago.  when  Confederation 
was  effected. 

Meaxured  by  standards  of  time,  the 
life  of  Canada  as  a dominion  Is  brief, 
indeed,  although  far  from  uneventful. 
There  are  colorful,  uplifting  pages  In 
Its  story,  and  many  more  such  will  be 
wmien  in  day.x  lo  come,  bearing  some 
testimony,  let  us  hope,  of  our  fitness 
lo  govern  and  b«*  governed 
For  many  years  before  that  momen- 
tous day  of  July,  1667.  when  Confeder- 
ation became  a reality,  conditions  so- 
cially and  politically  were  not  highly 
desirable.  The  Canadas-  Upper  and 
Lower,  as  well  as  the  Maritimes— were 
mainly  controlled  by  small  cliques, 
appropriately  called  ‘'Family  Com- 
pacts " Because  of  all  this,  it  became 
Just  a question  of  time  when  the 
abuses  inimical  to  such  methods  of 
government  would  become  intolerable 
to  the  majority  of  liberty-loving  eill- 
zrns.  such  os  ca^adlRn.^  were  and  are 
ME.MBER  KEEt  SEP  SFAT 
It  la  true  the  term  “responsible  gov- 
emmenf  originated  with  the  assem- 
blies. as  they  were  called:  but  one  gels 
a fairly  good  conception  of  the  respon- 
sibility when  a member  « McKenzie » 
was  refused  hlx  .seat  In  the  Upper.-Can- 
ada  A.vtembly  for  daring  to  call  the 
altentioii  o(  the  country  In 'the  col- 
umns of  hts  “Colonial  Advocate"  to  the 
manner  In  which  petitions  from  the 
people  were  treated. 

McKenzie  wax  abused  soundly  by  the 
attorney-general,  declared  guilty

him  he  was  still  debarred  from  his 
seat  A third  time  York  returned  him, 
and  hr  was  again  refu.ned  Abuses  of 
this  character  brought  on  the  Insur- 
rection of  '37. 

It  was  during  the  Earl  of  Durham's 
term  as  Governor-General  that  things 
politic  In  Canada  became  more  stable 
He  did  a lot  to  smooth  the  discord 
prevailing,  and  some  of  our  writers 
credit  him  with  fathering  the  idea  for 
the  consolidation  of  Upper  and  Lower 
Canada,  which  was  proclaimed  in  1841, 
the  flrit  election  being  held  in  April 
of  that  year. 

A one-sided  Council  was  Ihe 'result 
of  that  elecllon.  Although  the  popu- 
lation ot  Quebec  was  700,000,  m 1841 
and  that  of  Ontario  about  450.000, 
there  were  no  French  names  included. 
Because  of  this  one  of  them.  Baldwin 
by  name,  resigned  hlx  seal  in  protest 
when  his  suggestion  to  mclude  several 
French  members  was  turned  down 

ANNEXATION  TALK 

Betw'een  1841-49.  incipient  rebcllloiu 
and  much  annexation  talk  domlni^ted 
the  political  picture  Then,  for  the 
first  Ume  the  talk  of  general  union  was 
broached.  A gathering  was  arranged, 
lo  which  New  Brunswick.  Nova  Beotia, 
Prince  Edward  Island  and  Newfound- 
land were  Invited  These  w'ouldn't

Out  of  this  latter  gatliermg  the. 
Domimon-wide  federation  scheme  wa.x 
to  materialize,  due  to  the  request  of 
tile  Canadian  Government  for  partlci- 
patlon.  Its  delrgu^  suggested  a fed- 
eration of  all  British  and  Frrnch-

-^lebec  with  Sir  E p Tache  as  rhair- 
t^n.
